Some have been ſtaggared and amazed at it, as if he were now 
turned an Apoſtate from his former principles, acting both a- 
gainſ his Judgement and Conſcience, to cry up, and make himſelf 
a Member of that old Parliament, which he publickly printed to 
be diſſolved above ten years ſince, by the Kings death; Others have 
cenſured. it for a raſh, fooliſh, and deſperate attempt.
